which will justify expert men remaining in its 
service and to provide equipment and housing for

At first, of course, I was puzzled by many things, 
and pored over the pages for long days before I 
could read it understandingly. But from the first 
my interest was held fast, and each solution of a 
mystery I hailed as an achievement. At school I 
always had been among the last to be “ spelled 
down” in the Friday “spelling bees.” My echolar- ’ 
ship report usually showed a contrast such as this: 
Spelling and grammar, 90; arithmetic, 30. This in- 
dicates the class of studies which interested me and 
for which I had a li§jng. Mathematics is a science 
for which I now have a‘great sespect but as little 
affectioh-as I had for “’rithmetio” in school days. 


Every one, I realize, does not have thé flair for 
examining every word stranger, getting a history 
of its origin, life, and connections, that is mine. 
Many persons, however, I believe, would welcome 
an opportunity to become better acquainted with 
little known words and matters pertaining to the 
English language, and it is for this class that this 
series is intended.

In Minneapolis they reduced the baby 
death rate 22 per cent in ten years by a 
campaign, a prominent part of which 
was to persuade women to. breast feed 
their babies. Practically every mother 
can breast feed. To do so she must see 
that the breasts are emptied completely 
and thoroughly and at regular intervals. 


If the baby cannot empty the breast com- 


pletely, the job should be completed by a 
borrowed baby or a breast pump. 

The mother must get plenty of sleep. 
She must rest enough to overcome fa- 
tigue. She must not worry. She must 
not overeat. Some mothers have too lit- 
tle milk because they do not eat enough, 
but the theory that mothers must “ eat 
for two”’ is responsible for far too much 
bottle feeding. 

In the Minneapolis plan the babies are 
registered at the health department 
promptly, as the law requires. Before 
the baby is 3 weeks old a nurse visits the 
mother to discuss breast feeding. If the 
mother is having trouble in getting 
enough milk for her breast fed baby the 
nurse shows her how to overcome the 
trouble or sees that she consults her doc- 
tor about it. When the baby is 6 weeks 
old it is revisited. It is then revisited 
thereafter at intervals until 9 months old.

300 prominent Japanese, who included 
the foreign minister, Viscount Uchida, 


and Viscount Takkaki Kato, leader of 
the Kensi-Kai, or opposition, party. 

The principal object of the society 
was described by its spokesmen at the 
initial meeting as being to dispel mis- 
understanding of and prejudice against 
Japan in foreign lands and in Japan 
against other nationals. 


Want a Friendly U. 8. 

The imperative necessity of promot- 
ing a happier relationship between Ja- 
pari and the United States and between 
Japan and China was especially point- 
ed out, and to achieve these ends the 
association will send representatives 


abroad. 

Viscount Kato Takeshi Inquki. 
leader of the Kokumin-To, or nation- 
alist, party, complained that Japan 
had unjustly been accused of being 
aggressive and militaristic. Viscount 
Kato deciared: 

“ All peoples have merits and faults. 
but we are judged by our faults alone.” 


Regrets “ Misunderstanding.” 

M. Inquki said that he regretted that 
the defeat in the diet of the armament 
curtailment resolution introduced by 
former Minister of Justice Yukio Ozaki 
had caused a misunderstanding of Ja- 
pan abroad. He declared he believed 
every member of the house of repre- 
sentatives favored the bill in principle, 
but differed on the wage and means it 
supported. 

Prince Iyesato president 
of the Pan-Pacific society, asserted the 
situation confronting Japan was due 
partly to the lack of popular diplo- 
macy in Japan, which he declared 
must be based on truthfulness, frank- 
ness, and straightforwardness.

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CULLING FLOCK. | 
PRING is a bad time of the year 


to attempt culling the chicken — ingly 


flock. ‘The poorest egg produ- 
ers will usually lay when the 
weather begins to. get warm. After 
feeding culls all winter it is poor busi- 
ness to eliminate the healthy hens 
at the opening of the laying season. 


Even with the reduction in the priee 
of eggs it will pay to keep as many 
hens as possible during the spring lay-} 
ing months. Feed is much cheaper | 
and green feed will soon be in abun- 
dance, reducing the problem of feed- 
ing as well as the cost of keeping the 
fowls. 


Few poultrymen can cull successful- 
ly in the spring, and the work is more 
difficult when the flock has not been 
properly fed during the winter. The 
mistake that many make is to cut 
down on the feed in the spring and 
make culls of some of their best lay- | 
ers. 

Continue feeding plenty of grain to 
every hen in the flock unless she is 
unhealthy or deformed, and do your 
culling in August or September. It 
never pays to keep extremely old hens. 
They should be removed from the 
flock, even in the spring, along with 
the cripples and deformed birds. 

Never use hens that are undersize, 
deformed or unhealthy in the breed- 
ing pens. This is vitally important 
just now when eggs are being. saved 
for incubation purposes.
